SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - The 
California Supreme Court ruled 
today that the state s death 
penalty is unconstitutional in 
light of recent U.S. Supreme 
Court decisions. 
The unanimous decision, writ­ 
ten by Chief Justice Donald R. 
Wright, held that California's 
capital punishment law is in­ 
valid since it violates current 
U.S. Supreme Court guidelines 
regarding imposition of the death 
penalty. 
The decision said the state’s 
death penalty law makes “ death 
a mandatory punishment for 
those categories of first-degree 
murder encompassed by the 
special circumstances... without 
provisision or consideration of 
evidence of mitigating circum 
stances...”

HARTFORD. Conn. (AP) — Watch out for the 
Christmas blues. 
A psychiatrist says that while Christmas brings 
joy to many, it stirs feelings of sadness tn others 
especially single people living alone. 
“There is an increase in what we call neurotic 
depression as distinct from another kind of depres­ 
sion which is called psychotic depression, saidI Dr. 
John P Callan, 37, director of the psychiatric crisis 
clinic at Hartford’s St. Francis Hospital. 
Callan said neurotic depression, unlike the psy­ 
chotic kind, tends to last a short time "Very often 
it will resolve shortly after the holiday season 
without any particular treatment.' he said. 


Whv do some people feel blue at Christmas? 
“Christmas tends to be a family time and if peo­ 
ple are not with their family, they can very often 
feel unloved, neglected and depressed,” Callan 
said “My impression is that around the holiday 
season the persons at the highest risk are the single 
people who live alone, people who really don t have 
that much contact with others, perhaps away from 
their families, away from loved ones 
He said another factor which may contribute to 
depression is the economic pressure on people to 
buy gifts, expensive gifts ... as a result of that, they 
may not be able to pay for it. Other people may 
have to work harder, work longer hours and do 
overtime, which of course leads to depression.

“The weather may be another factor, colds and 
chills. And then people feel depressed when they 
are physically uncomfortable. 


“And also one tends to reminisce about one s past 
life because Christmas is a time for children. Very 
often, one thinks back to one's childhood when cer­ 
tain dependency needs were satisfied And if these 
dependency needs are not being satisfied when one 
is an adult, there may be a sense of nostalgia, a 
sense of loss." 


Callan suggested that single people can avoid the 
Christmas blues by getting involved with other 
families and participating in community activities 
that offer contact with other individuals.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Em­ 
ployers do not have to cover 
pregnancy-related costs in their 
health plans for employes, the 
Supreme Court ruled today 
In a 6-3 decision, the court said the 
General Electric Co. did not violate 
the federal Civil Rights Act by ex­ 
cluding pregnancy from its disability 
insurance program. 
The decision strikes down a policy 
of the Equal Employment Oppor­ 
tunity Commission, which said GE 
and other employers must provide 
for sick leave and other benefits for 
pregnant women if they provide such 
benefits for other disabilities 
The opinion, written by Justice 
William H. Rehnquist, reversed a 
ruling by the 4th U S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in iavor of 43 women 


employes of GE who work in plants 
at Richmond, Portsmouth and 
Salem. Va., Tyler, Tex , Ft Wayne 
and Tell City, Ind.. and Phila­ 
delphia. 
The women had filed a class action 
suit on behalf of more than 100,000 
female employes of GE 
“The plan, in effect is nothing 
more than an insurance package 
which covers some risks but ex­ 
cludes others,” the high court said. 
“ ... There is no risk from which men 
are protected and women are not 
Likewise.there is no risk from which 
woman are protected and men are 
not.” 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger 
and Justices Potter Stewart, Byron 
R. White and Lewis F. Powell Jr. 
joined in Rehnquist s majority opi­ 


nion. Justice Harry A. Blackmun 
concurred in part. Justices William 
J. Brennan Jr.. Thurgood Marshall 
and John Paul Stevens dissented 
The court's majority opinion said 
the GE plan, which is company 
financed rather than insured, does 
not exclude anyone from benefit 
eligibility because of gender but 
merely removes one physical condi­ 
tion — pregnancy — from the list of 
compensable disabilities." 
The court’s decision could save GE 
millions of dollars in benefits dating 
back to 1971. 
Companies with similar health in­ 
surance program« also had countless 
millions of dollars on the line 
The court ruled that the GE 
employes failed to prove that the 
lack of pregnancy benefits were 


“designed to effect an invidious dis­ 
crimination against the members of 
one sex or the other 
In their dissent, Brennan and 
Marshall said the court's ruling 
“ rejects the unanimous conclusion of 
all six court of appeals that have ad­ 
dressed this position ” 
“Indeed, no one seriously contends 
that General Electric or other com­ 
panies ... developed their com­ 
prehensive insurance programs 
disability-by-disability in a strictly 
sex-neutral fashion,” the dissent 
said 
“Instead, the company has devised 
a policy that, but for pregnancy of 
fers protection for all risks, even 
those that are unique to men or

WASHINGTON (A P I - Reps 
Thomas P O’Neill and Jim Wright, 
the two new Democratic leaders of 
the House, say their two goals are to 
get the jobless back to work and 
clean up the House’s scandal-tar­ 
nished image. 
House Democrats caucused Mon­ 
day and elected Wright of Texas as 
majority leader by a 148 to 147 vote, 
upsetting the favorite, Californian 
Phillip Burton 
Big-city mayors 
reportedly backed Wright. 
O’Neill of Massachusetts was 
nom inated sp eak er by the 
Democrats by acclamation, tan­ 
tamount to his election when 
Congress convenes Jan. 4 
New York City Mayor Abraham D. 


Beame reportedly collected votes for 
Wright in return for W right’s 
leadership role in winning congres­ 
sional support of mass transit money 
and New York City aid. Other 
mayors, including Chicago’s Richard 
Daley, urged Wright's election large­ 
ly for his leadership in boosting funds 
for mass transit in the nation s 
cities. 
Although O’Neill declared strict 
neutrality in the four-man fight for 
Democratic leader, congressmen 
close to him and other candidates 
circulated word that 0 Neill could 
accept anyone except Burton, his re­ 
puted rival for power. 
Wright was chairman of the task 
force that created House Democrats 


jobs program in the last Congress. 
After his election as majority leader, 
Wright told his party colleagues they 
must produce legislation “ that will 
lift this country out of the slough of 
i on 
O’Neill told them, “ It Is our 
responsibility to put the unemployed 
back to work ’ 


Wright also said he will strive to 
restore the “ pinnacle of respect he 
said the House deserves. O’Neill 
reiterated to reporters his plan to set 
up a special committee to stiffen 
House ethics in the wake of dis­ 
closures that some congressmen 
have accepted cash and gifts from 
persons with alleged ties to the South 
Korean government.

Burton was the clear favorite in 
survevs before the vote and the first 
ballot showed him with more votes 
than the other three candidates, 
though it took a majority of the 295 
votes to win.

Cafeteria workers in the Chaffey 
Joint Union High School District are 
upset with the way they are treated, 
the board of education was told Mon­ 
day night, 
A num ber of food -service 
employes complained of low pay and 
morale problems in their work that 
was causing them to feel “ like se­ 
cond class citizens 
They asked the board to upgrade 
tbe salary schedule of all cafeteria 
workers in the district to a level 
comparable to that of workers in 
Other jobs with similar work loads 
and responsibilities 
Liz Hicks, president of the Califor­ 
nia School Employes Association 
(CSEA), told the board her group 
was in favor of the re-classification 
of the food service workers because1, 
“ Thev work as hard as anybody in 
this district and have never before 
complained of their situation ” 
M rs. 
H icks explained that 
cafeteria workers are currently 
some of the lowest paid employes in 
the district and 
that coupled with 
their part-time status it was difficult 
lor many to achieve any semblance 
of job security. 
L ^ 
“ During minimum day schedules 
many of them have to use up their 
vacation days in order to compen 
sate for the lost pay. We (CSEA) do 
not feel there are any district provis 
sums for off-day layoffs This is urn 
fair for these employes 
School administrators also seemed 
sympathetic to the workers plight 
Assistant Supt Russel Dickson told 
the employes, “ I ’m really sym­ 
pathetic to your situation. It’s quite 
depressing to me because I don’t 
have a solution. You (cafeteria 
workers) are an essential part of our 
district and as important us anyone 
You perform one beck of a lot of 
work and have to face a lot of 
problems in the process 
“ I certainly think we should look 
into a possible solution to this 
problem 
Other administrators and board 
members agreed and promised they 
would look into the issue

Pearl Harbor still a vivid memory to Pomonan 


Former master 
sargeant tells 
his version of 
famous event

Memories of Pearl Harbor Day live vividly in the mind 
of Pomona businessman Don S. Jones, one of some 1,000 
veterans in Hawaii today attending the 35th anniversary 
convention of the Pearl Harbor Survivors Association 
Jones, a master sergeant in the Marine Corps 35 years 
ago. suffered back burns when the first Japanese bomber 
shot down by American forces that day crashed and 
burned in a drainage ditch in which he had taken shelter. 
“I was in the hospital on Oahu. I had just had an opera­ 
tion I was allowed to get up and walk around When the 
bombs started falling we all ran out the back. 
“Some men had been digging a drainage ditch. We 


could see the planes way high in the sky, and the bombs 
falling. Some dirt kicked up near us We were being 
strafed. Someone said ‘they’re shooting at us.’ 
“ I ran and dropped into that ditch. I saw that bomber 
get hit and fall It crashed right into the ditch and burned. 
I saw the pilot stand up, then fall. 
“I still have scars on my back from where I was 
burned.” 
Jones, Pomona resident 25 years and owner of the Fifth 
Avenue Auto Supply, was in on the beginning and the 
ending of the war in the Pacific. 
“I landed with the Marines at Nagasaki, Japan, the se­ 
cond city to be atom bombed.” he remembers. “That was 
a real stinking place. 


“Our mission was to destroy Japanese arms We hauled 
loads and loads of materials out to sea and dumped it 
overboard.” 
Jones was in Japan 13 months, from September 1945 to 
October 1946. 


Today he planned to tour the harbor and attend the 
memorial service in the Pimchbowl. he said. “Each vear 
military planes fly over, like the Japanese planes flew 
over that day, filling the sky.” 
Jones said he would spend time at the Arizona 
Memorial. He planned to stay in Hawaii a week. 
A group of Pearl Harbor survivors, members of San 
Gabriel Valley Chapter 9, also are at the convention.

The quick action of the Montclair 
mayor Monday night aborted any 
physical confrontation or continued 
verbal abuse against public servants 
and officials during the Montclair 
City Council meeting. 
A routine council meeting nearly 
dissolved into a chaotic confronta­ 
tion with an outburst against the 
Montclair Police Department, coun­ 
ci I men and the city attorney. 
Jack Adams of 4747 Orchard St., a 
perpetual opponent of the helicopter 
program jointly sponsored by the 
San Bernardino County sheriff's 
department, Montclair and other 
West End cities, again attacked the 
aerial patrol. This time, however, he 
spiced his remarks with nasty com­ 
ments about individual councilmen. 
Mayor Harold Hayes. City Atty. 
Eugene Demehuk and others He 
also flavored his sporadic state­ 
ments with tirades against the 
Montclair Police Department, sum­ 
m ing up the d e p a rtm e n t as 
“disgusting” as one of his milder 
adjectives expressed 
Adams spoke of two deaths in 
Corona last week supposedly caused 


by a helicopter, referred to an inci­ 
dent in Pomona Thanksgiving Day 
involving the shooting at the Pomona 
Police Department helicopter and 
created possible situations of death 
and danger because of helicopter 
patrol programs. 
This, according to Adams, showed 
that the “evidence is mounting” 
against aerial police patrol to 
protect the community. 
Adams’ voice became increasingly 
louder as his young child sat on the 
front row in the council chambers 
watching Mayor Hayes attempted to 
quiet the shouting tirade with 
soothing words, only to be labeled a 
communist and told to shut up by 
Adams 
As it became obvious he would not 
sit down. Hayes declared a two- 
minute recess During the recess 
Adams continued shouting and Coun­ 
cilman Paul Jones warned that if he 
persisted he would be arrested for 
disrupting a public meeting. 
Adams sat down when two officers 
from the Montclair Police Depart­ 
ment entered the room. After the 
recess. Hayes asked staff to include 
discussion erf the helicopter program 
on the Dec. 20 agenda.

Board member Joseph Hough said 
he doesn’t think the issue is related 
to the spirit of Title 9, and added that 
he sees no reason for a club to ex­ 
clude members because of their sex 
He said he feels the issue is broader 
than the Key Club 
Board member Mary Ellen Kilsby 
said she would like to resist changing 
a policy because it affects a single is­ 
sue, but the amendment to the dis 
trict policy is reasonable as it is 
written. 
* She said that the board reserves 
the right to make exceptions 
Board member Bob Stafford said 
he feels what Title 9 says is clear "I 
am against making an exclusion 
because it constitutes a strong viola 
lion of the rights of an individual,” 
he commented 
"I don t feel we should take 
Kiwanis International off the hook 
be said, “ But 1 feel we should deal 
with the issue right now 
Board member Maialyn Tipping

Mrs Kilsby moved adoption of the

When Richardson and teliow club 
members had reached the ouHi* 
doors they cheered the hoard sd ed 
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felt the City Hall should remain 
downtown, near or at Its present 
location on Third Street. 
It was a hard fought confrontation 
’but neither really won. Finally the 
council instructed City Manager 
George Caswell to take a better look 
at financing, and come up with a 
more workable plan of what space 
was really needed 
Both proposal calls for moving the 
city hall offices out of the present 
building, and turning the building 
)nto a police department. Hight now, 
the police department occupies less 


than a third of the quarters 
Caswell gave the council two alter­ 
natives; To buy the vacant Shea 
Building and the two acres on which 
it stands, for $750,000, and then per­ 
form what remodeling was neces­ 
sary, or to add to the present 
quarters on land owned by the city 
between the City Hall and the fire 
station. 
But Caswell told the council that 
the second plan would require ad­ 
ditional land for parking 
Belcher contended that the Shea 
Building was well suited to the needs 


of the city He claimed that both the 
downtown m erchants and the 
Chamber of Commerce had endorsed 
the move, and maintained that the 
building s 16.000 square feet of floor 
space was ideal for a city hall. 
I But Johnson disagreed 
He felt 
that the removal of the City Hall 
from the downtown area would have 
a detrimental effect on downtown, 
and questioned the outlay of $750,000 
for the city’s new headquarters 
“I believe the city should have an 
adequate home.” he declared, ‘but 
I’m not impressed with my taxes go­ 


ing to build over-nice buildings ” 
Caswell told the council there were 
several possible ways to arrange 
financing He said the council could 
bring the proposal before the voters 
for a bond issue, or work out a joint 
powers agreement, or get a loan 
from a nonprofit corporation such as 
an employes’ union, or work out a 
lease option with a private investor. 
Councilmen suggested that he ex­ 
plore the possiblity of a joint powers 
agreement with the county’s library 
district that would provide a new and 
larger library to the city.

Pomona City Council Monday 
night placed new restrictions on the 
proposed development of the old 
Phillips Ranch pro p e rty by 
demanding that all housing units on 
the site have no less than 1,500 
square feet. 
Enactment of the size require­ 
ment, which is 20 per cent in excess 
of the minimum size required by city 
ordinance, came despite the forceful 
objections of AI Lesser spokesman 
for the developer, which is the West- 
inor Corp 
Lesser told the council that 
eliminating housing units smaller 
than 1.500 square feet would han­ 
dicap the development by excluding 


nearly a fourth of the potential 
market. 
"There is a need for the smaller

Carter's defense 
same old thing? 


President-elect Jimmy Carter could turn out to 
be a big defense spender. 
That’s certainly not what seemed to come out 
during his campaign for the White House. Mr. 
Carter talked repeatedly about cuts he planned. But 
even while Candidate Carter was making sen­ 
sational generalised promises of major overall 
slashes in defense, and giving speeches which led 
audiences from California to the East Coast to 
believe he would wield the knife with some abandon 
once he became Commander in Chief, a careful 
analysis of specific Carter proposals in the months 
before election gives a different picture. 
What emerged was this clear concept: Carter 
would eliminate or reduce some programs, sen­ 
sationally perhaps, but increase others. In the end 
we’d have a Pentagon, and a defense budget not 
much different from what we’ve had in the post- 
Viet Nam war years. 
Interestingly too, Barry M. Blechman, of the 
Brookings Institution, has been mentioned as a 
prominent defense adviser The implication has 
been that this foretells a reduction in defense This 
reasoning, it seems, is based on the fact that a 
number of studies from that venerable institution, 
where Blechman is a sort of defense coordinator, 
seemed to stress the need and possibility of overall 
defense cuts. 
But Blechman, along with colleagues Robert 
Bergman, Martin Binkin and Robert Weinland, has 
just written a defense chapter in a new Brookings 
publication. 
Here he and his associates are projecting the 
necessity of an increase — not a decrease — in 
defense dollars for the years just ahead. 
The Blechman team considers in some detail the 
need to shift this country’s defense emphasis, tak­ 
ing forces from the Pacific, for example, in order to 
beef up our posture in the Mediterranean, Western 
Europe and other Atlantic areas. They advocate a 
review of U.S. military doctrine with the argument 
that “technological advances in military hardware 
are making many traditional concepts . . 
questionable.” They say we need to look sharply at 
the relative effectiveness of air power, air defenses 
and of armor and anti-tank defenses. Here they are 
talking, however, not about decreased defense 
spending but about shifts in emphasis. 
For in their conclusion, Blechman and his as­ 
sociates say “it must be recognized that the process 
of reducing the share of U.S. resources devoted to 
defense has more or less run its course. Additional 
savings are possible in some areas, but other sec­ 
tors of the defense budget should receive more 
emphasis. In general, this means that defense 
spending will have to increase in real terms for at 
least the next five years, but probably more slowly 
than the expected growth in national output .” 
This is not all. The group headed by Blechman 
goes on to say “Military power continues to play an 
important part in world affairs. The nation can only 
protect itself and its interests abroad if it is willing 
to spend what is necessary to maintain a credible 
military posture. If it does so, perhaps its adver­ 
saries will come to understand that the wisest 
course is to mutually reduce armaments . . . ” 
This sounds much like the course Presidents Nix­ 
on and Ford were following. Overall, it provided the 
base for the backing Mr. Carter had from those in 
< 
Congress and in the electorate who believed 
defense spending could be cut sensationally and 
that maintaining strong defenses in the hope of in­ 
ducing the Russians to agree to arms cuts was a 
wrong-headed approach. 
We will have to wait to see what a President 
Carter does in the crunch, of course But present in­ 
dications are that the more things seem to change 
the more they remain the same.

WASHINGTON — The nation’s 
best-kept secrets are not so well kept 
after all. They have been stored in 
safes which are left open and strewn 
on desks overnight for all to see. 
The careless security at the 
Energy Research and Development 
Administration (ERDA) is revealed 
in an internal memorandum intended 
for official eyes only. The ERDA - 
memo declares'. 
“The number of incidents involv­ 
ing the failure of ERDA staff to 
provide adequate physical protection 
for restricted data and other clas­ 
sified matter within headquarters of­ 
fices is considerably beyond 
tolerable levels . . . ” 
In 1975, according to the memo, 
there were 89 “security infractions” 
at ERDA h ead q u arters in 
Washington 
For the first three- 
quarters of 1978, there were 69 in­ 
fractions, an increase of seven over 
the corresponding figure for last 
year 
“ From an analysis of the 
records, the memo states, “it ap­ 
pears that the current trend is due to 
the absence, or lax enforcement, of 
established security monitoring 
systems within the divtsiona-offlces 
incurring the bulk of the infrac­ 
tions ’* 
H E. Lyon, the ERDA security 
chief who wrote the memo, told our 
associate Marc Smoionaky the in­ 
fractions did not involve lost or 
stolen material. He insisted they 
, were not serious. 
The atomic weapons documents in 
ERDA’s custody, however, involve 
“national security,” he conceded, 
and therefore are top secret. 
In his memo, Lyon suggests a 
security monitoring system” to 
prevent foreign spies as well as com­ 
mon thieves from stealing highly 
classified nuclear information 
Inside sources have told us ERDA 


is an agency that foreign agents 
would like to infiltrate. Lyon admit­ 
ted there have been cases of 
employees having personal items, 
such as purses, stolen. Some sticky- 
fingered people, it appears, are 
roaming ERDA’s halls. 
Footnote. When we notified the 
Joint Committee on Atomic Energy, 
they thought the situation was 
serious enough to demand a full re­ 
port from ERDA. The agency in­ 
tends to provide details to the con­ 
gressional panel as soon as possible 
MCCARTHYISM 
REVISITED 
The State Dept., following pressure 
from the repressive Indonesian 
government, denied a U.S. travel 
visa to a prominent British citizen 
who briefly was a Communist SO 
years ago. 
The victim of this updated “Mc- 
Carthyism is Carmel Budiardjo. a 
well-known Indonesian expert on 
human rights. Fart of her expertise 
comes from painful personal ex­ 
perience She spent three years 
without trial in Indonesian jails. Her 
husband, a Communist, was im­ 
prisoned for 10 years. 
Budiardjo had visited the United 
States earlier and bad planned to lec­ 
ture on human rights here this fall. 
But, we've learned, during a hearing 
last year at which she was testifying 
on repression, she was baited by 
. former Rep Wayne Hays, D.Ohio. 
Hays, then a power on a congres­ 
sional subcommittee which controls 
State Dept, funds, farced an admis­ 
sion from Budiardjo that she had 
been a Communist from 1M6 to IMS 
while living in Britain. 
Shortly thereafter, the State Dept 
ordered Budiardjo to return the U.S. 
travel visa When she asked for 
another one this summer, the stiff­ 
necked bureaucrats first stalled, 
then turned her down flat on the 
grounds that she had failed to admit 


her political background when she 
applied for a visa In 1974. 
A State Dept, spokesman admitted 
to us that Indonesian officials had 
quietly intervened in the Budiardjo 
case 
He insisted, though, that 
neither the pressure nor her brief fl­ 
ing with Communism had anything 
to do with State’s denial of her visa. 
The denial, said the spokesman, was 
strictly due to her “misrepresen­ 
tation” on the earlier visa applica­ 
tion. 
In Toronto, Mrs. Budiardjo said 
she neglected to list the membership 
on her 1974 application for fear it 
would delay a purely private visit to 
the United States. 
MELCHER MIFFED: Rep John 
Melcher, D.-Mont., is still miffed 
over the seedy trick pulled on him in 
his race for the Senate by Sens.

The state in 
loan business

While hopes for an all out state effort to ease Califor­ 
nia’s housing problem suffered a serious setback by the 
voters’ rejection of an authorization to float $500 million 
in general obligation bonds, the state agency created in 
1975 to administer state housing loans is moving ahead. 
This is the California Housing Finance Agency. 
Conceived by Gov. Jerry Brown as a means of financing 
home ownership for people of low or moderate income, it 
was granted authority to issue $450 million in revenue 
bonds. In existence for a year it has been hampered by an 
apparent lack of enthusiasm on the part of bond 
purchasers. 
It has, however, marketed $100 million of the bonds at 
5.9 per cent interest. The money is being used to buy up 
mortgage contracts made by conventional 
lenders 
Interest to be charged is 7 per cent. 
Under the rules established by the agency 90 per cent of 
the loans must be on newly constructed housing Ac­ 
cording to agency spokesman Stuart Honse. agreements 
for mortgage purchases have been entered into with 48 
banks and savings and loan firms. 
____ 
To enforce the goal that the loans be made to persons 
with low or moderate income, the agency requires that 
only those who cannot get mortgages through conven­ 
tional plans be eligible. Maximum income limits are set 
at 190 per cent of the populations’ median income Also 
those being granted loans may not hold more than $3,900 
in assets after making the mortgage down payment. - 
Those 62 or older may however hold up to $8,000 in assets 
Such holdings exclude the value erf such things as 
automobiles and household furnishings 
While the program to date has been limited to the buy­ 
ing of mortgages contracted by lending institution*. 
Honse said the agency will shortly enter into direct - 
lending on a small scale 
This will be done by the sale of between $19 and 830 
million of notes The notes will be predicated on the 
future sale of revenue bonds. 
The housing finance plan Is patterned after the Califor­ 
nia Veterans Farm and Home Loan program which has 
operated successfully for more than 50 years Under the 
plan California veterans are granted low interest, long 
term loans for home acquisition. 
The difference in the two programs however, aside 
from the fact one must be a war veteran to qualify for the 
• Cal-Vet home loan, is that the veteran program, as ete 
tabUshed. required that the home purchaser have income 
sufficient to guarantee his ability to pay. And, despite re­ 
cent legislation mandating those with low income b** 
given preference for the veteran loans, the program still 
requires an earning ability over an established minimum 
The direction of the California Housing Finance Agency 
in limiting earnings to a maximum only slightly above the 
median income of California citizens undoubtedly not only 
has chilled prospective buyers erf the revenue bonds but 
raised serious doubts in the voters asked to approve 
general obligation bonds 
While a spokesman for the State Building Trades Coun­ 
cil expressed disappointment in the failure of the bond 
measure. Prop 1 on the November ballot, be conceded 
the problem.

There is enough known about acne 
now to be able to at least minimize 
the problem in all but the most com­ 


plex cases Most of the scarring and 
disfiguration that typifies the in­ 
adequately treated or improperly 
treated case does not need to occur 
any more.

Acne is caused by the fatty secre­ 
tions formed by the sebaceous 
glands The fat is broken down by 
bacteria that live in the opening of 
the sebaceous glands. The fatty acids 
formed from this reaction are 
irritating to the tissues That is what 
causes an inflamation, not an infec­ 
tion The plug of fatty acids turn 
black at the surface either from skin 
pigment or the oxygen action on fat

m aterial is not changed it is a

The second approach that may be 
used in combination with skin peel­ 
ing agents is antibiotics taken by 
mouth These decrease the bacteria 
that cause the breakdown of fat 
which causes inflamation. 
Many of the face cleansers and 
agents often used actually make the 
problem worse A case that eannot 
be managed by two or three gentle 
washings of the face each day should 
be under medical management. The 
best medicines are prescription 
items, such as vitamin A acid — not 
to be confused with vitamin A that 
you take by mouth Estrogen does 
decrease the sebaceous gland ac­ 
tivity and tends to eliminate acne.

OAKLAND (A P) - Ken Stabler 
and the Oakland Raiders did their 
part, making believers and losers of 
the Cincinnati Bengals. 
The rest is up to the Pittsburgh 
Steelers. 
“ It’s getting close to playoff time, 
and we’re inspired.” Stabler said 
Monday night a fte r his four 
touchdown passes, complemented by 
228 yards from his running backs, 
carried the Raiders to a 35-20 
National Football League victory 
over the Bengals. 
There had been talk, some of it by 
the Steelers, that because the 
Raiders already were assured of a 
playoff berth, they would not be 
emotionally up for the Bengals 
“ That talk was stupid last week 
and it’s stupid now," said Raiders 
Coach John Madden “ This was a 
very meaningful game for us. We've 
been improving every week and we 
got a chance to measure our im­ 
provement against a top team 
The Steelers, defending Super 
Bowl champions, got the assist they 
so desperately needed By winning, 
the Bengals would have been in posi­ 
tion to clinch the American Football 
Conference Central title next 
weekend and deprive the Steelers of 
an opportunity to win a third con­ 
secutive N FL crown. 
Now the Steelers. 9-4, are tied with 
Cincinnati and Cleveland for the divi­ 
sion lead and can claim the playoff 


berth by beating Houston Saturday. 
“ I know we re going to the 
playoffs, and I couldn't care less 
about Pittsburgh. The fact that the 
Steelers were watching on television 
and rooting for us kind of burned me 
up, to be honest,” said one of 
Stabler’s teammates, offensive 
tackle John Vella. 
The Steelers and 52,430 Oakland 
Coliseum fans had plenty to cheer 
about in the Raiders’ ninth con­ 
secutive victory, which made their 
record 12-1 and assured them of the 
home field advantage in all playoff 
games. 
Stabler hit on 16 of 20 passes for 217 
yards 
His first two touchdown 
strikes went to tight end Dave 
Casper on plays covering 24 and 
three yards in the first period, 
sending Oakland into a 14-6 lead, and 
in the second half his scoring tosses 
went 42 yards to Cliff Branch and 
seven yards to Fred Biletnikoff. 
“ I don’t think anyone could have 
beaten them tonight. They looked 
like Super Bowl winners to me," said 
Bengals comerback Ken Riley, who 
had Branch well covered on Stab- 
ie r’s third touchdown pass but came 
up empty handed 
“ I caught that one off the top of his 
h e lm e t,” said B ra n ch , who 
tormented the Bengals’ defense with 
six catches for 112 yards and in­ 
creased his season totals to 11 


touchdown catches and 1,106 yards. 
Stabler, with 27 touchdown passes, 
is enjoying his finest N FL season. 
“ I just didn’t believe they could 
move the football with the con­ 
sistency they did," said Cincinnati 
Coach Bill Johnson. “ Stabler is 
without a doubt the best quarterback 
in football.” 
The Bengals’ Ken Anderson passed 
for 281 yards, with 201 of them com­ 
ing on nine passes to John McDaniel 
who had not caught a pass all season. 
“ But we made the mistakes; the 
Raiders didn't." said the Cincinnati 
quarterback, who was intercepted 
three times. 
So, for a third straight year, there 
could be a Steclers-Raiders AFC 
championship matchup 
“ I'm not going to try to compare 
the teams," said Johnson 
“ Pitt­ 
sburgh has a tremendous defense. 
Oakland is explosive offensively 
They both beat us. so how can I say 
who would win?” 
Then, Raiders owner A1 Davis in­ 
jected some perspective into the 
Steelers-Raidcrs talk, pointing out 
that his team's first-round opponent 
likely would be the New England 
Patriots, 48-17 winners over Oakland 
on Oct. 3 
“ They're playing the best football 
in the league now We should be 
worried about them," Davis con­ 
cluded. 
Brewers not standing pat 


LOS A N G ELES (A P ) - The 
Milwaukee Brewers, who stood pat 
last year aren’t making the same 
mistake this time. 


“ You'll need a scorecard to iden­ 
tify our club," said Manager Alex 
Gram m as Tuesday a fte r the 
Brewers were involved in two key 
deals at baseball’s winter meetings. 
Last season was Grammas’ first as 
Milwaukee manager and the club 
finished last in the American League 
East with a 66-95 record, 32 games 
behind the first place New York Yan­ 
kees. 


The Brewers haven't had a winn­ 
ing club since the American League 
franchise was placed in Milwaukee 
in 1970.

Colbom 
In another move, the Brewers 
picked up reserve catcher Larry 
Haney from the Oakland A s on 
waivers. 
All told, six deals between major 
league clubs—all American—were 
completed Tuesday involving 14 
players 
And the Philadelphia Phillies an­ 
nounced the signing of infielder 
Richie Hebner, one of their picks in 
the free agent reentry draft. Hebner 
is the 19th free agent to sign since the 
season ended The length and terms 
of the contract were not announced. 
In another key deal, slugger Rico 
Carty returned to Cleveland, with 
the the Indians sending infielder 
outfielder John Lowenstein and 
rookie catcher Rick Cerone to the ex­ 
pansion Toronto Blue Jays. 
Speaking of the Milwaukee trades. 
Grammas said,“ Cooper killed us 
with us with his bat last year, he s a 


home run threat and several years 
younger than Scott.” 
Scott and Carbo will be returning 
to Boston, but Scott announced Mon­ 
day night he expects a new long-term 
contract in return for accepting the 
trade He has the right to veto the 
deal on the basis of being a 16-year 
player with five years on one club.
